$100,000 FIRE 
RAVAGES TOWN 
OF PEACE RIVER 


One Third of Business Sec- 
tion Left in Ruins

The most disastrous fire that has 
visited Peace River in the past 15 
years caused destruction of one- 
third of the business section of the 
town situated on the west side of 
Main street between First street 
north and Second street south.

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THE AMALGAMATION 

The published terms of the arrange- 
ment made with the Dominion for restor- 
ing the Mounted Police as the law en- 
forcement body in Alberta indicate that a 
bargain has been struck that is fair and 
favorable to the province. 

There will be a saving to the provincial 
treasury of $200,000 per year, on the basis 
of the present cost of maintaining the pro- 
vincial force. That, of course, was the 
object in view. The agreement was sought 
as a measure of economy, and with full re- 
cognition that the provincial force has 
been carrying out the duties in a satisfac- 
tory way. 

What the arrangement amounts to 1s 
that the forces are being amalgamated. 
The provincial force is not being simply 
disbanded. Members of the provincial 
body are being absorbed into the Dominion 
organization, with recognition as to stand- 
ing and length of service. That considera- 
tion was due to them in fairness. 

There is in this amalgamation the ad- 
ditional advantage that the actual work of 
enforcement will be continued largely by 
the men who have been doing that work 
in the past, and who are familiar both 
with the duties and with the conditions 

nder which these have to be discharged.

MR. MEIGHEN 


Mr. Meighen, it is stated with growing 
assurance, 15 to be appointed to the S 
ate, and made official spokesman for the 
Government there.

He 
is well qualified for that post, and would at 
least introduce an element of stability that 
has been notably lacking at times. One 
cannot, for example, imagine Mr. Meighen 
staging such an exhibition of vacillation 
as was mted to the country last 
spring, when the Government changed its 
mind every three days for weeks running 
on the question of whether or not there 
was to be a duty on Texas spinach. 

if Mr. Meighen can shed his prejudice,

and remember that the duty of a senator 


is to his country rather than to his party, 
he may win a more lasting distinction in 
the upper chamber than he did in the 
House of Commons. His vitriolic tongue 
has been his worst enemy. If he can curb 
that, his ability will make him leader of 
the Senate in fact as well as in name 


MODERN WAR 

Those who are interested in knowing 
what the “next war” will be like should 
read attentively the despatches from 
Shanghai. 

The outstanding fact therein disclosed: 
is that the traditional distinction between 
armed forces and civilians is a thing of 
the past in warfare. The giadiatorial days 
have gone, when battles were set engage- 
ments between bodies of men in uniform, 
with the civilian population more or less 
carefully excluded from the arena. 

The Japanese bombs fell where they 
would in the congested city, starting fires 
in every direction, and women,. children 
and unarmed men were killed, wounded 
and burned. As between the classes, the 
Chinese soldiers had at least the advant- 
age that they were and might do or 
try to do something to protect themselves. 
The civilians had not even that poor mea- 
sure of defence. 

This is not to say that the Japanese 
were making war on other lines that it has 
to be made under the new cenditions. Forts 
are no longer strongholds. If cities can 
be captured or laid in waste, the forts can 
be ignored, or blown up at leisure. The 
city, not the fortress, is now the objective, 
and the civilian can no longer count on the 
chivalry that was possible when taking a 
country meant defeating its armies in the 
open or carrying its fortresses by assault. 

Future wars promise to be simply 
wholesale massacres, in which bombs will 
rain indiscriminately upon soldiers and 
civilians, men, women and children, the 
young and the old, the strong and the sick 
and crippled. That ought to arouse the 
interest of every one*who values his life, 
in doing what can be done to preserve 
peace. For as the art of warefare is now
